Several crimes reported at a 
Southern California high school 
have increased Sacramento State’s 
crime statistics of aggravated 
assaults and sexual offenses on non- 
campus property, University Police 
Chief Ken Barnett said.

Wood said any specific date | 


regarding the ground breaking of 
construction of a Greek row is 
unclear. He is pushing to make 
Greek housing part of Sac State 
President Alexander Gonzalez’s 
plans for Destination 2010. 

“We are putting together con- 
crete plans for Greek row before 
presenting them to President 
Gonzalez,” Wood said. “He has 
been very supportive of all of our 
projects this year.” 

Altier and Wood met Oct. 13 
with fraternity and sorority mem- 
bers, the Greek adviser, the director 
of student activities, the adminis- 
trative coordinator of the CSUS 
Foundation, the coordinator of 
alcohol education and Greek alum- 
ni to, discuss plans for the addition 
of a Greek row at Sac State. 

The project, which at this point 
has confirmed interest from nearly 
20 fraternities and sororities, is in 
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at the school, a long-distance learn- 
ing course that is in its fourth year. 

The principal of El Monte High 
School, Doug Halvorsen, said there 
has never been a sexual assault on 
campus and the El Monte Police 
Department has never set foot on 
campus. 

Many of the incidents reported 
at El Monte High School happened 
off-campus. Two sexual assaults 
were reported at the high school, but 
only one of those was eligible to be 
included in the statistics. 

“One of the two sexual assaults 
that were reported involved a girl 


(who) was raped in eighth grade in 


2002 and didn’t report it until 2003 
when she started at El Monte,” Set. 
Bob Roach said. 

One of the aggravated assaults 
involved an off-campus traffic colli- 
sion and only three of the five 
assaults reported by Starr Henchey, 
crime analyst for the El Monte 
Police Department, could be 
explained by the police department. 

“Henchey just sent whatever 
information she had to Sac State, 
and if the incidents were close to 
our campus, the school’s address 
was given as where it happened,” 
Halvorsen said.

Students, FBI 
make unlikely 
partnership

This fall, 34 Sacramento State 
students signed up for a class they 
assumed would be like any other. 
What they soon realized was that 
the class would involve no text- 
book, no classroom and the FBI. 

The FBI has created a student- 
operated marketing agency known 
as Universal Strategies. Its mission 
is to create a marketing campaign 
that will help recruit people into the 
FBI. 

“What is great about this oppor- 
tunity is that there is no classroom 
work at all,” said student Michelle 
Musgrove. “The work that we do, 
and what already has been done, is 
essentially something practical that 
we can put on our resumes for 
when we graduate.” 

Universal Strategies has divided 
into four teams consisting of public 
relations, advertising, strategic 
implementation and market 
research. For the first half of the 
semester the students have focused 
on developing marketing campaign 
strategies. The first big test that 
could change the course of the 
campaign has finally arrived. 

Universal Strategies proposed 
its campaign ideas and strategies to 
the FBI Monday in an attempt to 
eam a marketing budget of $2,500. 
This money will benefit the stu- 
dents by funding their marketing 
ideas that include newspaper and 
billboard advertisements, press 
releases and informal open houses. 

“The groups are really great to 
work with, not to mention excellent 
creative thinkers,” said Michael 
Richards, a member of the public 
relations team. “It is a collaborative

Political Awareness Week a success 


Groups set aside party affiliations to reach goal

The Associated Students Office 
of Government Affairs reached its 
goal to collect over 1,000 signed 
voter registration cards with the 
help of other groups on campus.

Some students at Sacramento 
State are supporting a nation-wide 
boycott of Taco Bell because the 
company’s: subsidiary. buys toma- 
toes from farms in Immokalee, Fla., 
where advocates said workers suffer 
humiliating and inhumane condi- 
tions. 

The Sac State chapter of 
Movimiento Estudiantil Chicano de 
Aztan has agreed to support the 
Coalition of Immokalee Workers in 
its fight to improve the wages and 
conditions of farm workers in 
Florida. 

The coalition argues that Taco 

Bell and the company’s subsidiary, 
Yum! Brands, Inc., directly profits 
from the poverty and substandard 
conditions of farm workers. 
, According to the coalition’s Web 
site, Taco Bell pays artificially low 
prices for the tomatoes that 
Immokalee farm workers pick, and 
the exploitation of farm labor in the 
production chain keeps these prices 
low. 

Olgalilia Ramirez, MEChA 
external chair and a senior sociolo- 
gy major, said the purpose of the 
boycott is to pressure Yum! Brands, 


Inc. to accept a small increase in the 
price in tomatoes so farmers can 
pay their workers a living wage. 

“They are exploiting their work- 
ers,” Ramirez said. “Basically, they 
don’t get benefits, they don’t get fair 
wages, they don’t get breaks and 
(farmers) are breaking labor laws.” 

MEChA activists said tomato 
growers have been paid 40 to 50 
cents per bucket for over 20 years 
and that a grower would have to 
pick two tons of tomatoes to make 
$50 in a day. 

“They just have to raise it by half 
a cent. It’s not a lot, but it will be 
better once we get it,” said Andres 
Alvarez, MEChA educational chair- 
man and a sophomore art education 
major. 

Ramirez said the reason it ne 
to boycott Taco Bell and not other 
companies is because Taco Bell is 
the main buyer of these tomatoes. 
According to the coalition’s Web 
site, Yum! Brands, Inc. is the 
world’s largest restaurant company. 

Yum! Brands, Inc. said in a press 
release that Taco Bell buys the 
smallest amount of Florida toma- 
toes of any fast food restaurant com- 
pany and that all of its national com- 
petitors and supermarkets buy more 
of the product than it does.

Brands, Inc. also said Taco Bell is 
paying 11 cents more for its toma- 
toes than it did when the boycott 
started in 2000, which it said far 
increases the 1 cent per pound 
increase that the coalition demand- 
ed. 

The company stated that it is 
willing to compromise with the 
coalition and participate in an indus- 
try-wide penny a pound surcharge, 
if all buyers of the tomatoes agree to 
the same circumstances. 

Yum! Brands, Inc. CEO David 
C. Novak said in a press release that 
the company would also be willing 
to help lobby for changes in Florida 
labor laws and seek ways to 
improve working conditions if the 
coalition agreed to end the boycott. 

Consumers of the Taco Bell on 
campus at the Riverfront Center 
said they were unaware of the boy- 
cott, but the information made them 
think before buying their food next 
time. 

“Tf you know what’ Ss going gn 
behind the scenes, then maybe’ it 
would make you think differently 
about certain things,’ said James 
Payne, a senior communications 
major. 

Stephanie Ewing, Sacramento 
State Dining Services spokes- 
woman and registered dietitian, said 


that Dining Services was unaware 
of the boycott and that it has not 
seen any recent drop in sales at Taco 
Bell. 

“Our mission is to provide serv- 
ices that meet the needs of our con- 
sumers and we believe that every 
customer has a choice. If they 
choose not to eat Taco Bell, there 
aré places to choose from,” Ewing 
said. 

Jeanett Mulder, a junior French 
major, said that there are not many 
choices when it comes to affordable 
dining on campus. 

“T would not eat Taco Bell, but it 
is the cheapest place here and I’m 
broke,” Mulder said. “I wish we had 
more options but there is really not 
that much to choose from.” 

Ramirez said that right now 
MECHA is not looking to remove 
Taco Bell from campus and they 
have not yet asked for support from 
Associated Students. MEChA’s 
main goal, Ramirez said, is to bring 
awareness to the issue and educate 
students. 

“We haven’ t hit up ASI at all, but 
that is probably something we will 
look to in the future,” Ramirez said. 

Ewing said that Dining Services 
does not have the ability to remove 
Taco Bell from campus, as Sac State 
has a contract with the company.

although working with a government institution can be 
tricky because inexperienced students are expected to 
meet the FBI’s high standards, he is not worried about 
Universal Strategies. 

“This group of students have really worked diligent- 
ly towards a great campaign,” Austin said. “What they 
have prepared to present to the FBI is much better than 
what I could have ever expected.”

Such 
property can include fratemity houses 
and off-campus learning programs, 
such as the one held at El Monte High 
School. 

The aggravated assaults and sexu- 
al offenses, along with the rest of the 
statistics found in the report, came 
from the 2003 calendar year. In April, 
letters from the campus police depart- 
ment were sent out to campus officials 
and non-campus officials to report 
any offenses that could be included in 


the statistics from any property owned 
or controlled by Sac State. 

“One portion of crime prevention 
is telling people what crimes are hap- 
pening, and that is why this report is 
important,” Sgt. Kelly Clark said. 

The statistics cover an entire cal- 
endar year from Jan. 1 to Dec. 31. If 
there are updates of some offenses 
they will be mentioned in the footnote 
section of the report. 

Sac State was audited by the State 
Board of Auditors last year and 
declared that Sac State was the most 
organized and did the best to make the 
information as accurate as possible. 


Sac State’s crime statistics were 
released through the Clery Act. 
According to the Security on Campus 
Web site, the Clery Act is named after 
Jeanne Ann Clery who was raped and 
murdered in her residence hall room 
on April 5, 1986, of Lehigh 
University. Her parents became angry 
after students hadn’t been told about 
38 other violent crimes on campus 
before their daughter was murdered. 
Legislation was then passed to require 
all universities in the country to 
report their crime statistics every 
year.

_  Sacramento-State’s membership 
in a regional student government 
association could result in lower 
student fees for Regional Transit. 

Associated Students passed leg- 
islation Oct. 13 to make Sac State a 
member of the Sacramento 
Association of College Governance 
Organizations, or Sac Go. ASI 
President Joshua Wood introduced 
the legislation, which will allow 
Sacramento area colleges to lobby 
together against student fee increas- 
es. 

James Shelby, ASI vice presi- 
dent of finance, said if Sac Go had 
been established earlier, Sac State 
would not be paying such a high 
price on its Regional Transit con- 
tract. 

Randy Morgan, director of 
finance and administration, said 
working with the Los Rios 
Community College District would 
make it easier for Sac State to nego- 
tiate a lower price with Regional

Transit. 

“The contract 
will be up for 
renegotiation next 
fall,’ Morgan said. ——— —«——— 
“That’s why Sac 
Go is so- important 
to Josh Wood. It is 
more economical- 
ly sound to work 
in numbers than it is to work alone.” 

Los Rios colleges have estab- 
lished contracts with Regional 
Transit in order to provide free pub- 
lic transportation to students. 
Students can use any Regional 
Transit service for free by showing 
their student ID card. 

Students at Los Rios colleges 
voted to increase fees in order to 
establish the. contract with Regional 
Transit. 

The prices that the colleges pay 
to Regional Transit vary. 

The Los Rios Community 
College District recently negotiated 
a contract with Regional Transit for 
its 72,000 students for $575,000, 
which equals $8 per student.

Group seeks to lower transit costs 


Morgan said Sac State pays 
$396,750 for its 27,972 students, 
which is more than $14 per student. 

According to Regional Transit 
estimates, Los Rios students used 
the system 420,000 times last year, 
while Sac State students used it 
818,900 times. 

Mike Wiley, Regional Transit 
general manager of planning, said 
that Sac State pays more per student 
because the students are using the 
system more often. 

Wiley said at Los Rios colleges, 
only students are able to use the free 
passes, while Sac State allows fac- 
ulty, staff and students to ride for 
free, increasing the number of over- 
all riders. 

Regional Transit monitors the 
number of Sac State riders for saven 
weeks in April and May and uses 
that number to determine what the 
number would be for the entire year. 
Shelby said Sac State gets no dis- 
count on the regular fare charged for 
Regional Transit services. 

“The huge issues we have with 
them is that there is no way to deter- 


mine the number of students using 
the service, and even though $14 
per student doesn’t seem expensive 
there could be a lot cheaper way to 
do it,” Shelby said. 


Shelby said he would like to 


develop a better way to count the 
number of students who use the pro- 
gram. If only a small number of stu- 
dents are using the services, Sac 
State may choose not to renew the 
contract with Regional Transit 
unless a lower price can be reached. 
Shelby said that instead ASI would 
consider offering a subsidy to those 
students who use public transporta- 
tion. 

“We have to look deeper into 
what the ramifications would be 
before we do anything. Regardless, 
if we collaborate with the other 
schools we will be able to increase 
our purchasing power,” Shelby said. 

The legislation for Sac Go faced 
some opposition by the internal 
affairs committee and members of 
the board. Most of the opposition 
was due to a request for $50 to 
aoe an organizational Web site.

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Frat now suspended Special needs voiced 


Organization looks to campus for 250 volunteers 


Original plans by TKE to curb behavior dismissed 
as ‘insufficient’ by Student Activities Director

The Student Activities Center 
suspended the Tau Kappa Epsilon 
fraternity from campus in late 
September because of repeated. 
behavior and noise violations. 

In an Oct. 4 proposal, which 
TKE prepared in collaboration with 
its alumni and national headquar-+ 
ters, provided a plan to prevent 
future problems. Student Activities 
Director Lou Cameron deemed the 
proposal insufficient, leaving the 
fraternity suspended until further 
notice. 

The fraternity is under supervi- 
sion and is not allowed to partici- 
pate in any new programs or events. 


General 
meetings 
may still be 
conducted, .

Cameron 
said the proposal did not provide 
sufficient solutions to the problems 
that he had asked TKE to solve. 
Cameron said legal matters restrict 
him from releasing specific infor- 
mation regarding which problems 
TKE left unanswered. ~ 

“The proposal was intended to

nating problems that exist,” 
Cameron said. “They are imposing 
tules on themselves to not further 
the problem. It will give more assur- 
ances on how the situation will be 
handled in the future.” 

The fraternity will resubmit 
plans they hope will be enough to 
remove their suspension, and 
Cameron will re-evaluate the sus- 
pension. Suspensions have in the 
past resulted in removal, but there is 
no concrete timeline for that course 
of action.

developing stages where Wood and Altier are investi- 
gating ways to satisfy all parties’ interests. Building a 
Greek row is dependent upon positive results from these 
meetings along with a survey that all orpaianene 
involved must submit Friday. 

“Tf we get good data and potential, I can oun 
some numbers to see the probability,” Altier said. “Then 
I will talk with developers to discuss all possible options 
and work closely with the developer to find the best pos- 
sible design.” 

Altier and Wood are also examining the fraternities 
and sororities to determine if they can afford to own or 
lease a house on Greek row. Houses will cost an esti- 
mated $300,000 to $500,000 depending on common 
space and the organizations’ desires. 

Sac State is not directly buying the property for a 
Greek row, and it is currently unclear who will finan- 
cially support the project. The CSUS Foundation has 
considered purchasing the land but has not made any 
official financial commitment. The developer of the 
recently constructed Jefferson Commons apartment 
complex has also shown interest in developing a Greek 
row. : 
Wood said purchasing and developing land for 
Greek housing is a financial commitment that will 
require an investment of millions of dollars. If the CSUS 
Foundation bought the land, it would have the choice to 
develop the Greek row or to hire a third party develop- 
er. The developewof the-projget naust pr away ta 
make housingaonabl fra orbanizatiba age a and 
small, 

“The pieces are all eainihe together,’ Wood said. 
“Once we get information back from the Greeks, we can 
examine all possibilities and approach organizations 
with all feasible options.” 

The project is intended to attract not only large 
organizations that can afford to purchase a house, but 
smaller organizations with less financial freedom as 
well. 

Wood said ASI is willing to invest in Greek row by 
providing financial assistance to organizations that can- 
not afford to live in Greek row and ensuring that the 
project works for all parties. 

Some fraternities are questioning. the possibility of 
affording such a large financial commitment. Jimmy 
MacDonald, Tau Kappa Epsilon IFC delegate, said that 
TKE has already contacted its nationals to discuss plans 


for Greek housing. . 

“Tt is definitely something we can afford to pur- 
chase,” MacDonald said. “Seclusion would be the result 
for any organization that could not afford to.” 

Pi Kappa Alpha, a smaller organization, does not 
possess the financial resources that some of the larger 
organizations do. The fraternity is interested in owning 
property on Greek row but is unsure of a budget that 
may not accommodate. Ben Myers, Pi Kappa Alpha 
IFC delegate, questions if Greek row would be in the 
best interest of his fraternity, especially with such a 
financial obligation. 

“We are currently our own landlord and do not have 
to answer to anyone,” Myers said. “A Greek row would 
enforce rules, regulations, and maintenance issues that 
would cause a bad turnout. Police actions may also be 
something we consider before making any commit- 
ments.” 

Mike Frey, IFC delegate for Phi Delta Theta, also 
questions if a residence at Greek row is a possibility for 
his fraternity. 

“Thaven’t really looked into it, but I know headquar- 
ters would not financially support us because we are a - 
small chapter,” Frey said. “We do not have much alum- 
ni money dedicated to Greek housing.” 

Leasing possibilities could solve some financial 
issues related to lack of participation. Wood believes 
that leases would be very much similar to that of an 
apartment, thus accommodating smaller organizations. 
He said purchasing property would allow organizations 
to make an investment that couldpotentially prove’ tobe 
rewarding. 

Panhellenic President Colleen Ripchick said renting 
would restrict residents from some financial benefits 
and could also potentially require Sac State to impose 
stricter regulations on some policies. 

“The ideal situation would allow bigger organiza- 
tions to lease to own or to purchase the property while 
also allowing smaller organizations an option to lease 
for a semester or year at a time,” Ripchick said. 
“Feasibly, no organization’ s house corporations would 
be interested in oe on an extremely temporary 
basis.” 

The Greek row planning committee will be meeting 
again Monday to discuss plans to alleviate problems or 
concerns and to expose the wants and needs of Greeks 
and ASI regarding a Greek row.

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said. “We need to do more next year.” 

Wood said it wasn’t easy.to draw in students during 
Political Awareness Week. 

“Tt’s really tough on a college campus with everyone 
doing different things,” Wood:said. 

He said he wanted more students involved in local 
politics and aware about issues discussed.on the school 
board and in their. water district. 

Some students at the event felt the aoe reflected 
on Sacramento State’s ability to create student political 
involvement and awareness. 

“Most of. my friends are pretty aware of politics,” 
said Michael Recinos; .a senior history: maior “But I 
think it depends on the major.” 

Recinos said he heard about the debate a ‘couple of 
hours before it took place and thought it would be inter- 
esting to watch. 

Karen Gutierrez, a registered Dempert and 
accounting major, said she: wanted to see how Sac State 
prepared students on how to.deal with real. world i issues 
and hold positions in the work force. 

“T want to see how they tackle outside issues and 
issues in school,” said Gutierrez, “I like debates and 
heard about this one an hour ago and came to.see where 
people stand.” 

Arlyn Belmonte, a registered Ropiblican and 
mechanical engineering major, said most of her friends 
are not politically aware and that most people on and off 
campus are not. 

“A lot of people give me mixed answers on politics,” 
Belmonte said. “It’s never clear where nai stand or 
what they believe in.” 

Belmonte said she went to the debate to see how 


politically aware Sac State students are. 

The student debate included five students from both 
the College Republicans and the Young Democrats with 
Eric Guerra, former ASI president and member of 
California State University’s Board of Trustees, as the 
mediator who ‘asked the questions and watched the 
time. 

Each side discussed a topic for two minutes and 
received a chance to rebut for 60 seconds. 

On the topic of the economy, the Young Democrats 
‘said household incomes have dropped by $1,500 under 
the Bush administration and that the events on Sept. 11 
were not the cause. 

“The Bush tax cuts, the only president that has cut 


taxes during war, has increased the deficit,” said Holly 


Jacobson, a senior and environmental studies major. 

The College Republicans argued that the Bush 
administration improved the economy and that all of the 
economic problems started under the Clinton adminis- 
tration. 

“The economy has grown 4.8 percent over the past 
year,” said Jeffry Allen, a senior business major. 
‘“Kerry’s plan for $3.5 trillion in spending will increase 
the deficit.” 

Both sides said their club took between two and 
three days to prepare for the debate and some of the rep- 
resentatives prepared their arguments over night. 

Jacobson, who does not register as democrat but rep- 
resented the Young Democrats, said she heard about it 
the night before and didn’t know anybody on her team. 

Additional preparations to get students more 
involved in politics are planned next week. Democracy 
Matters will pass out information on the propositions so 
that students can: understand them when they vote on 
Nov. 2.

You have 
never witnessed anything like 
this and have no clue what to 
do. What do you do? This was 
my experience two weeks ago. 

I decided to investigate 
since my professor, God bless 
her, looked as frightened as the 
rest of us. 

The Vice President of 
Human Resources confirmed 
that the procedure for emergen- 
cies in the classroom was left 
to the red phone and also told 
me that there are no CPR or 
first aid prerequisites that pro- 
fessors must know before they 
are hired. 

This leaves it up to each of 
us, individually, to be prepared 
for such emergencies in the 
classroom. If there is the 
smallest chance that any of us

have medical conditions that 
could potentially leave us 
unable to tell someone what we 
need in an emergency it’s 
important to inform professors 
at the beginning of the semes- 
ter.

overall effect that installing a signal 
would have on traffic in the near 
vicinity. 

Since traffic and pedestrian sig- 
nals are expensive, the city places 
them where they are most likely to 
improve safety and enhance 
efficiency. 

Arreola said investigations are 
conducted annually to determine 
what intersections are the most dan- 
gerous. As money becomes avail- 
able, the city council and traffic 
engineers decide where to install 
new traffic signals. 

Public Works studies over 200 
potential locations each year. 
According to its Web site, each new 
traffic signal costs $150,000 to 


design and construct and $5,000 per 
year to maintain. 

The city of Sacramento investi- 
gates more than 1,200 requests each 
year, but current funding only 
allows for construction of one to 
three new traffic signals each year. 

Arreola said the budget is $1 
million every two years. 

David Jeoffory, signal supervi- 
sor for the city of Sacramento said 
another expensive component has 
to do with energy saving. 

The city saves energy by using a 
device which uses fewer watts. 

Jeoffory said within the last 
year, the city has been in the process 
of adding the device to all traffic 
signals.

hopes to reach with participation 
from Sac State and 70 other organi- 
zations.

“There is no actual registration 
fee, so what we do is try to encour- 
age anybody participating in the 
walk to raise $150."

Two wins keep 
soccer perfect 
on home field

Hornet Soccer Field has never 
had much of a mystique to it, but so 
far this season, it’s been a nightmare 
for opposing players of a soaring 
Sacramento State men’s soccer 
team. 

The Hornets remained undefeat- 
ed at home on Sunday with its 
fourth consecutive home victory, 
beating UNLV 2-1. 

The win was their second in a 
row, third in their last four matches, 
and all the Horets (4-7-1, 3-3-0 
Mountain Pacific) wins have come 
at home. 


“We have such a good atmos- 
phere here at home when all of our 
friends and family show up to sup- - 
port us, which really brings our spir- 
its up and makes us play a lot bet- 
ter,” sophomore defender Eric Ortiz 
said. “When we’re on the road, fans 
are behind the net, heckling us and 
trying to bring our morale down,” 

The home-field advantage for 
the Homets is definitely a plus, but 
it also helps to have a player on as 
much of a roll as No. 13 is. 

Sophomore midfielder/forward 
Ryan Rhoads, who was named co- 
Brine Player of the Week in the 
Mountain Pacific scored his team- 
leading fourth goal of the season, 
with all four of the goals coming in 
the last four games that he’s 
switched to the forward position; his 
play on Sunday sparked the 
Hornets’ early offensive outburst. 

In just the third minute of the 
match, junior midfielder Andrew 
Tamm sent a through ball toward 


the goal, making it a race to the ball 
between Rhoads and UNLV goal- 
keeper Peter Clitheroe. Rhoads got 
to the ball first, which was outside 
the box, and sweep-kicked it into 
the lower left post past a diving 
Clitheroe for the goal. 

“Tt was a great pass to where 
only I could get it,” Rhoads said. 
“As long as we got the goal it does- 
n’t matter.” 

Sophomore forward Eli Millan 
scored with just 1.6 seconds left in 
the first half, finishing a play started 
by junior forward Ricky Rodriguez. 

“(Head coach Michael 
Linenberger) told me I could score 
before the half, and I felt like I could 
too, so with about 10 seconds left, I 
saw my opportunity,” Millan said. 
*T got the ball, made a fake, and put 
it in; I felt really good because it was 
in the last few seconds and it gave 
us a bigger lead.”

Soccer held scoreless nine straight 


Aggies defeat

Entering the final four games of 
the 2004 . regular season, 
Sacramento State women’s soccer 
looks to kick-start a sputtering 
offense as Big Sky Conference play 
resumes this week. 

The Hornets have been unable to 
put a ball in the back of the net in 
their last nine games; the drought 


dates back to Sept. 10 when they 
finished off Nevada 2-1 in overtime. 

Sacramento State (2-12-0) has 
played well-on the defensive side of 
the ball this season, but it has been a 
moot point as the Hornets have been 
unable to put away scoring opportu- 
nities at the offensive end. 

“We can’t finish right now, and 
that’s our only problem. They’re 
battling; they’re playing great soc- 
cer.. ... we just have to score goals 
and that’s not happening,” head 
coach Katie Poynter said. 

In an effort to generate some 
offense and change what has not 
been working thus far, Poynter has 
tinkered with the starting line-up a 
bit. Freshman forward Tiffany 


Fraser has seen more playing time 
recently and was shifted to the back- 
field from up front. 

“I had a goal of making an 
impact on the team; whether it was 
in forward or as a defender, howev- 
er I can do that,” Fraser said. 

Poynter is pleased with the play 
of Fraser and the other freshmen all 
over the field. 

A season that on the surface 
appears frustrating and disappoint- 
ing could easily become one worth 
remembering if the team is able to 
finish the scoring opportunities they 
generate during the last four games 
of the season, 

Sac State only has two wins on 
the season, but with four of six Big 


Sky Conference opponents still 
ahead on the ‘schedule the team 
could post a winning record in the 
conference. Poynter has acknowl- 
edged that every conference game is 
going to be a close, winnable match; 
all of the teams in the conference are 
at the same level. 

One of the goals for this team at 
the beginning of the season was to 
make it into the conference tourna- 
ment, and that goal could still be 
realized with wins down the stretch. 

Sunday against UC Davis the 
Hornets were held scoreless at 
home in the women’s soccer version 
of the Causeway Classic.

Consider three variables: the play on the 
court/field, the players themselves and the 
fans in the stands.

“The program is moving in a 
positive direction,” Raske said. 

The men’s: race ended with 
Sac State’s Kyle Hasapes run- 
ning towards the line, trailing the 
next runner by over 2 1/2 min- 
utes, with chants and encourage- 
ment coming from teammates as 
he limped his way to the line. 

Hasapes was suffering from 
shin splints that visibly affected 
his running. 

“In order for me to go to con- 
ference, I had to finish seventh 
(on the team),” Hasapes said. 
“About a mile in I knew I could- 
n’t do it, but I wanted to finish.” 

“He’s a tough kid — gutted it out, 
everything you want in a cross- 
country runner,” Raske said. 

She also pointed out that there 
is a fine line between being 
tough and looking down the road 
at the health of the runner. 

Hasapes is in his first year of 
cross-country after playing foot- 
ball last year at The College of 
the Desert near Palm Springs. 

He said he didn’t know what 
to make of the injury when it 
happened and just kept running 
on it about five weeks ago. 

Hasapes said the idea of quitting 
crossed his mind, but he didn’t 
want his season to end on that note. 

‘Yd. rather finish _ than 
dropout,” Hasapes said.

Most big-budget action movies, 
such as “Armageddon” and “Bad 
Boys 2,” combine bad dialogue, 
overblown special effects, and 
mediocre acting with the goal of 
making loads of money. 

“Team America: World Police,” 
the latest offering from “South 
Park” creators Matt Stone and Trey 
Parker; combines bad dialogue, 
overblown special effects and 
mediocre acting into one hilarious 
movie. 

The real catch of “Team 
America” is that while the actors 
may seem like they are made of 
wood in most action movies (think 
Ben Affleck) the actors in “Team 
America” actually are made of 
wood. 

Stone and Parker have little love 
for many actors. So, for this movie, 
they decided to use wooden pup- 
pets, in the style of 1960s TV series 
“Thunderbirds.”

“We really modeled this movie 
after the classic Jerry Bruckheimer 
structure, which is really a horrible 
structure when you really look at it, 
which is really sort of a Joseph 
Campbell structure.”

Make no mistake, short of lining 
up’ six billion people and insulting 
each and every one to their faces, 
there’s no way that Stone and Parker 
could’ve tried to offend more peo- 
ple. Puppets of Alec Baldwin, 
Michael Moore, Matt Damon and 
many other notable actors have 
roles in the movie. The sound track, 
much of which was written and per- 
formed by Parker, is laden with 
lyrics along the lines of “America, 
f**k yeah,” and “Why is Michael 
Bay making more movies” and no 
subject, from Middle Eastern lan- 
guages to Central America (not Real 
America, according to the movie), is 
off limits to the satirical slams of the 
movie. 

Of course, social and political 
commentary is nothing new for the 
creators of South Park, a hugely 
popular, and allegedly involuntarily, 
satirical comedy cartoon. 

“We just sort of do comedy and 
you end up doing topical comedy 
and everyone’s suddenly saying 
you’re satirous, but it’s not really a 
conscious thing,” Stone and Parker 
said. 

Of course, just as with any 
cheesy action movie, “Team 
America” has the’ requisite parts. 


The lead puppet is Gary, an actor 
turned action hero voiced by Parker. 
He’s the dark and mysterious main 
character who-attracts the attention 
of Lisa, the group’s psychologist. It 
has bad dialogue with plenty of one- 
liners, bad action, including Matrix- 
style fighting scenes between pup- 
pets and of course, the requisite love 
scene. In fact, the love scene and its 
gratuitous puppet sex almost ended 
up getting the movie an NC-17 rat- 
ing. 

“Our puppets are not anatomi- 
cally correct. They don’t even have, 
like, pubic hair. They’re dull and we 
put them in, like, sexual positions in 
which obviously everything is com- 
pletely implied and just a joke and 
the MPAA was like — No, no, no,” 
Parker and Stone said.“Barbie dolls 
can get just as nasty.” 

The gratuitous puppet sex scene 
perfectly represents the whole 
movie; everything ~ screams 
overblown, and that’s the idea. 
“Team America: World Police” 
combines all the elements of big 
budget action movies with an all- 
star cast of puppets to create what 
may be both the funniest and most 
offensive movie of the year.

Campus and classes lacking for disabled student

Most students might take for 
granted their ability to navigate 
through the halls of academia 
with ease, but Gilbert Yanez is 
not one of those students. 

It has taken Yanez, a 55-year- 
old senior in ethnic studies at 
Sacramento State, plenty of prac- 
tice to be able to steer the campus 
grounds with his cane in one hand 
and class materials in the other. 

Yanez, who lost his sight to 
glaucoma nine years ago, said his 
greatest struggle as a visually 
impaired student on campus has 
been traveling from point A to 
point B. 

To navigate to and from class, 
he follows the yellow strips of 
pavement on campus designed for 
blind students. 

Yanez, who transferred fon 
Sacramento City College to Sac 
State three years ago, said his first 


day on campus was probably the 
toughest. 

“Tt actually took me the entire 
semester to get acclimated to the 
campus,” Yanez said. 

He believes his disability has 
been a major influence in his 
choosing ethnic studies as his 
major because he wants to high- 
light the achievements of minori- 
ties and disabled people in 
America. 

Returning to school after 30 
years is tough enough without 
being visually impaired. Yanez 


said many people have suggested - 


he have a seeing-eye dog. He has 
even been invited to attend a pro- 
gram to receive one, but he feels 
he can get along better without. 
Yanez says he enjoys his inde- 
pendence. 

“T’m afraid it would be more 
of a burden on the dog,” Yanez 
said jokingly. 

Another great difficulty Yanez, 
‘an aspiring Sac State instructor, is 


finding instructors and peers who 
are sensitive to his needs. 

“Not to say that disabled peo- 
ple are owed anything, but socie- 
ty has to create a double playing 
field for disabled people, and 
sometimes that’s a hard thing to 
do,” Yanez said. 

Although the Disability 
Resource Center on campus pro- 
vides many disabled students 
with services such as volunteer 
note takers and readers, Yanez 
said he prefers to find his own 
help. He has even become friends 
with some classmates who were 
willing to take notes for him. 

Yanez said he would like to 
see improvement in wheelchair 
accessibility in some of the facili- 
ties on campus such as Shasta 
Hall and the University Union. 

* “T mean being disabled is an 
issue within itself and, since you 
can’t change it, you have to make 
the best of it,” Yanez said. “You 
have to make your own world.”

fights for more strict policies

The current Sacramento State 
“20/20 Policy” restricts on-campus 
smoking to 20 feet from buildings 
and doorways and off of walkways, 
but some groups are fighting against 
policies that regulate smoking. 

Fight Ordinances and Restrictions 
to Control and Eliminate Smoking 
and The American Smoker’s 
Alliance are organizations that reject 
social reforms like the 20/20 policy. 
These advocacy groups believe that 
it’s a person’s right to choose where 
they smoke. 

FORCES alleges that anti-tobac- 
co groups hypocritically use tobacco 
money to fund its projects. Tobacco 
companies, however, are legally 
required to educate the public about 
the health risks of-tobacco related 
activities. 

Sac State’s club Students Taking 
Action Against Nicotine Dependence 
is meant to educate people about the 
negative effects of tobacco and elim- 
inate nicotine addiction and the pres- 
ence of smoking on campus. 

STAND was formed by a three- 
year grant awarded by the American 
Lung Association of Sacramento- 
Emigrant Trails in order to fulfill its 
goals of a healthier campus. 

The group has been very active in 
the public arena, protesting against 
Philip Morris’, a company that owns 
Marlboro cigarette brand and 16 oth- 
ers in the United States, participatio: 
in the career fair. : 

Although STAND has been very 
active in the past, its current presence 
in the student world has been less 
than visible, and information about 
the group’s upcoming goings-on is 
hard to come by. Its Web site 
(www.sacstand.com), doesn’t have a 
link on the Sac State Web site. It does 
provide “quit kits” at the Student 
Health Connection and the Student 
Health Center, but without much 
advertising around campus to let 
smoking students know that there’s 
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online at www.statehornet.com

help. 

Membership numbers are the rea- 
son STAND is not very well known. 
It has few members although the 
group’s founders include Associated 
Students Inc. President Joshua Wood, 
current STAND President Jessica 
Gonzales and J.J. Hurley, a former, 
Sac State student. 

‘Tm still waiting on people to 
turn in their membership forms, so 
the number of members is relatively 
few at this time,” Gonzales said. 

Gonzales, co-founder of the advo- 
cacy group, feels the problem with 
the current 20/20 policy is the lack of 
definition. 

“STAND proposed that CSUS 
become a smoke-free campus with 
designated smoking areas, so that 
smoking students know without a 
doubt where they can smoke,” 
Gonzales said. 

The university rejected STAND’s 


proposal and countered with the cur- | © 


rent 20/20 policy. Stickers are on 
every door of every building on cam- 
pus, but the policy has yet to be “ 
enforced. Until it is, students will 
continue to take advantage of its 
ambiguity. 

Notall smokers feel the same, and 
definitely not all non-smokers. 

“The 20/20 policy is good 
because smoking is a dirty habit and 
no one who doesn’t smoke should be 
subjected to it, but keeping Philip 
Morris off campus is ridiculous,” said 
James Larson, Sac State student and 
avid smoker. “No one is forcing stu; 
dents to get a job with the company 
and in the end a job is a job.” 

“The Tobacco Industry should 
have no part in any educational arena. 
(Sac State) has the 20/20 policy, why. 
not make (smoking) illegal campus 
wide,” said Stephanie Ridlon, a stu- 
dent athlete at CSUS and a signer of 
the petition that STAND put out to 
keep Philip Morris off campus.
